Revenue.

From Tewfik to Port Said—Funny
Arab Peddlers and Flocks of
Beautiful Flamingoes.

HOW SIIPS PASS EACH OTHER
IN THE CANAL,

The following account of a visit to the

L famous waterway which was the crown-

ing engineering achievement of Fendi-
nand delesseps is taken from the note
book of Mr. Allen of Buflalo by the Buf-
falo Union-Advertiser :

We bave just come up through the
perilous Red sea, with ite banks of vary-
ing shades of brown, gray and yellow,
We have passed here and there a shoal
or & reel, scarcely visible except by the
eddy of the water set in motion by our
steamer, There are sighs of reliel as we
enter Jubal straits into the gulf of suex
We can now at timessee both shores and
have passed the wost dangerous part of
our journey,

It is three days since we passed
through the straits of Babel Mandeb, at
which point our captain had taken his
post on the bridge, and there he had re-
mained without relief seventy-two hours,
Passiog up through the Gulf of Bucz we
leave Mount Sinai to the right, and at
lust the gradually closing shores remind
us we are about to enter the great water-
wiy. Weare moored off Port Tewfik,
commonly ealled Terreplein. The city
of Suez, from which the canal takes its
name, is loeated about gix miles to the
west of the canal entrance, and we must
remain here until the Orient line tender
nrrives with orders. Our rest is not ull
yniet, however, for we are besieged on
all sides by the Arabian merchants in
their picturesque sailing dhows which
ply up and down the Arabian coast with
eargoes of coffee, spices, gums, senna,
rose leaves, and all the drugs and per
fumes of ‘Araby the blest' They aré
not long digposing of their small cargoes,
especially omnges and banabas, A
ghort trip on ghore allows us to visit theé
southern offices of the canal company,
sitnated on the edge of a green and pret-
ty double avenue of lebbek and sont
trees. A tall signal tower shows the
stale of traffic by means of balls and
flags.
On the lawn is a colossal bronze statoe
of Lient. Waghorn, the spirited projector
of the overland route which led event-
vally to the making of the canal. In
the office of Chartrey de Menetrenx,
who is the director of the transit depart-
ment of the canal, on a table, which oe-
cupies one side of the room, is the mini-
ature canal about filteen feet long. On
a shell above it are some fifty model
ships, each bearing & national flag.
There are sidings and stations, lakes, ete.
When a ship pusses the office to enter
the conal one of the miniature ships is
placed in & corresponding position, and
by constant telegraphie communication
with the Mediterranean entrance and
each section the exact locatfon of every
vessel ean be seen at a glance.

IN THE CANAL,
COur steamer now enters the eanal, and
ns we are making but five miles per
hour we have abundant time to study
our surroundings. Vessels are piloted
through the eanal on tha block system.
At each of the stations, called “Gares,"”
there are signal posts from which sfeam-
ships are directed to either enter the sid-
ings or go into the canal, as may be re-
quired, A full code of these signals is
supplied to ships by the canal authori-
ties, Vessels not provided with an elec-
tric projector or search light that ean
throw light 1,500 yards dre not allowed
to navigate the candl by night. The
canal is B7 geographical, or about 100
statute wilvs in length, 76 to 150 feet
wide, and about 30 feet deep. In order
to prevent any serious shiftings of the
canal or washing of its banks it has heen
found necessary to stone and concrele
them, which is now being done,
The canal is & source of great revenue
to the French government, as the tarift
on our steamer alone is npwarnd of $7.000
on freight and passengers. The passen- | Tabe
ger dues are about § in our money for
first-class  passéngers and $2 steerage.
We arrive at Ismailla at widoight. | o0
From this town the railrosd connects
with Cairo, This s the usual route of
the tourist to the pyramids of Geeseh,
which of the sixty pymmids are the
most interesting, as they are the largest,
and are locuted abont seven miles from
Cairo. The Boolak museum in Cairo

| also must not be missed, for there can bé

seen many kiogs and queens whose
names are familiar in Egyptian history.
It is curious and interesting to look at
the Jewish featares of the Pharoah who
brought up Moses, Rameses 11, who also
played so prominent s part scores of cen-
turies ago, and within the nnlnhh-
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ation of the Red sea which is constantly
going on. The average lemperature of
the water is 80 degrees ; one writer gives
the maximum 100 degrees Fahrenheit,
in which article be also states “if all trib-
utaries were cut off and the etraits of
Babul Mandid closed up the Red sca
would be transformed into a vast bed of
salt in less than 100 years,
o AT KANTARAN,

Kantarah, “The Bridge,” i situated
about midway on the canal, and here
are often seen the caravans of spice buy-
ers with their train of camels, as this is
the most frequented road to Syria. At
this point we are held in a siding, al-
though we have lortunately escaped thus
fur, and naturally we watch with expee-
tant eyes for the vessel to which we are
forced o give precedence, We have
not long to wait, and on their arrival
learn it is an excursion party, not one of
our American style, This shipload of
strange people are making their prils
grimage to mecea. Their festivals,
which occur about April 1 each year, are
the event of a lifetime, as many a white-
haired old Mohammedan, we are told,
will give hig saviogs of a lifetime to
make this journey to the holy city there,
possilily, to starve and die. We now en-
ter Lake Menzaleh, a vast warshy la-
goon of brackish, shallow water, whi h
was at one time the fertile wheat lands
of Egypt, watered from the Nile, and
now the fishing grounds of hordes of
very wild Arabs and of flocks of flamin-
goes, pelieans, ete., which we wateh
with the greatest interest.

On one side of the canal the desert
stretches away like the ocean surfuce,
with here and there a whirlwind of sand
perhaps hundreds of feet high, caught
up by the hot, burning wind, On our
left, along the lake, thousands of peli-
cans uppear gitting so close together that
they look like a whitewashed wall at a
little distance, and it is almost impossi-
ble to pick out a single bird even with
a strong glass. The spectater is fortu-
nate if a flogk of damingoes rise as you
pusa them. While they also appear
white when standing, as they rise into
the air youn see the under side of their
wings, which is a rosy pink.

This is an excellent place to wateh for
the mirage which is almost always visi-
ble in the eastern desert—sometimes a
reflection of the ship itsell seems to be
sailing alongside, We are now in sight
of Port Said, the main street of which
runs parallel with the canal, The coal-
ing at Port Said is an interesting feature,
although we are glad when operations
are begun to leave for shore,

We are no sooner made fast to a buoy
when handreds of black Arabs with as
many baskets paddle a mammoth lighter
alongside our vessel and in a short space
of time the huge pyramid of coal is down
to the waters level, The streets of Port
Said are narrow and the stores are odd,
We spénd our time on shore mostly in
bazars and after making a tour of the
¢ity and having been treated to a dinner
served in the open air at a French hotel
we make our way slowly down to our
tender, where we find some of our pas-
sengers engaged in a donkey race on the
sandy road,

It is twilight as onr steamer passes out
of the eanal between two long protection
jettiea, Bhe is headed for Naples, our
next stopping place, and we watch the
Port Said light, which is 175 feet high,
until it is an uncertain speck and resign
ourselves to four days of sea life before
we shall have seen Mount Ftna, the
most lofty point of southern Italy,

WALL PAPER.
SOME OF THE LATEST DESIGNS.

The Styles BSuitable for Different
Rooms—Improvements in
Quality,

A truly wonderful sdvancement has
been made in the manufacture of wall
paper within a shorl term of years and it
seemd a8 il nothing conld exeeed in
beauty some of the designs shown in the
spring stock of wall paper stores. Care-
ful designing and coloring run through
all styles and grades of paper and the
humblest home may have wall decora-
tions as artistic, if not ag rich in quality
as one where the cost néed not be as care-
fully studied,

There are many styles of paper suited
in quality and design to the needs of the
various rooms in a house. The most del-
fcate designs and daintiest colors are
shown for the decoration of parlor walls
in nearly gvery kind of paper. For halls,
libraries and dining-rooms the preferance
in for heavy papers in rich colors and
very intricate patterns. For bedrooms,
papers of light quality and simple design
are shown. Almost any inexpensive pa-
per is chosen for bathrooms and kitchens.
The varnished or English tile paper was
brought out for such nse, a few vears ago,
and has proved to be very desirable, It
does not harbor impurities and may be
cleaned with soap and water without in-
jury.

Most papers show the game design in

wall surface, ceiling and friese, varied to
suit the requirements of each. The ceil-
ing is usunlly of a lighter or more open
pattern than frieze or wall and also more
delicate in tint. Some papers have a
ceiling and frieze of like tint, to be naed
with a side wall paper, into which other
color has been introduced. The frieze as
now made is as a rule, from 15 to 18
inches wide and in it the side wall pat-
tern is greatly elaborated. Ceilings and
friezes are sometimes frescoed and the
side walls bung with paper.
Paper dealers nowadays consider the
size and loeation of rooms also when sug-
gesting suitable wall papers.  If the room
is small a paper having a small design
thut will not take away from its dimen.
sions as recommended and vice versa,
Rooms having windows [acing towand
the north have a more comfortable look
when hung with paper of n warm tone,
but those into which the sunshine pours
may have papers either warm or cold in
color,

The light tints that prevailed last year
are giving way to brighter color and the
MWMI in this sew
son's papers. Blue in various shades
seems to be a favorite color for back-
grounds. Floral designs festooned in
Louis XV style are conspicuons and are
often very brilliant incolor.  Papers with
background striped in Wattean style and
having bunches of flowers seattered over
the surface are entirely new and very
handsome, They are best suited to bed-
room walls, Moorish and Persian de-
signs are shown in embossed leather and
metallic effects in library and hall papers.

Plain and ingrain papers are very pop-
ular and make an eflfective background
for pictarrs. Some of the new papers
have shining satin backgrounds, upon
which are stamped empire wreathe or
floral designg] Tapestry, applique, leath-
er, lincrusta-walton and metallie paper
ure among the most costly wall decora-
tions, but since some of these very ele-
gant styles have been broughl out the
price of ordinary wall papers has been
groatly reduoced.
